The question of compulsory automobile insurance is now being made the 
subject of intensive study by the Law and Legislative Committee of the Labor 
Council, and the committee invites any one in possession of information of any 
kind that will be helpful to it in reaching conclusions based upon the facts to 
submit such data, in order that if it is determined to draft a law dealing with 
the problem, the measure may be made to fit the situation. Many other organ- 
izations are dealing with this very important matter, because of the great number 
of injuries being inflicted upon individuals without the possibility of recovering 
anything in the shape of damages. In discussing the subject in a late issue of 
the Columbia Law Review, Judge Ro S. Mary savs, among 


other things: 


“Of what avail is the personal injury suit when the defendant is execution 


proof? While all legal actions for money are subject to the same infirmity, in 
almost all other cases the litigant makes his own contracts and the contracts out 
of which his suit arises. The pedestrian, on the other hand, is suddenly struck down 
by an onrushing autoist.

the man who struck him cares nothing, for he has nothing. Our courts 


are full of unsatisfied and uncollectable judgements against autoists. There is 


scarcely a lawyer who has not declined to bring legal action, although the evidence 


of negligence was clear, because the collection of a judgment would be hopeless. 

“Less than twenty-five per cent of all automobilists carry private liability 
insurance, ‘The remaining seventy-five per cent of all drivers are uninsured. 
The private liability companies reject so-called poor risks who are thought likely 
to cause accidents. Tlence, the uninsured automobilists include the poor risks 
and the financially irresponsible who are most likely to inflict injury. 

“It is a well-known fact that a large proportion of automobiles are sold on 
‘time, and that the owners frequently have only a small equity in the ears which 
they drive. Many automobilists protect themselves by placing mortgages upon 
their automobiles to prevent the collection of an adverse judgment in case of 
accident. Laws granting a personal injury claimant a lien upon the automobile 
of the person inflicting the injury are thus of slight practical value. 

~The law now denies an injured plaintiff the right to recover one penny of 
damages unless he can establish, by the greater weight of the evidence, the following 
prerequisites to recovery: (1) the ownership of any ageney given by the defendant ; 
(2) the negligence of the defendant; (3) that such negligence was the proximate 
cause of his injury: (4) that the plaintiif was not guilty of any negligence which 
directly contributed in the slightest degree to his injury. 

“Each of these conditions to recovery illustrates how far the theory of law is 
removed from the practical situation which surrounds the modern street accident

John Smith, encouraged by steady employment 
at a good wage, invests in a home for which he 
agrees to pay $10,000. His wage is one dollar an 
hour. His only source of income being the ex- 
change of his labor for dollars, the investment 
represents 10,000 hours at the rate just stated. 

But a change comes. Amateur economists think 
that the way to help business is to reduce wages. 
John Smith, therefore, is notified of a 10 per cent 
cut; his wage henceforth will be 90 cents an hour. 

Having agreed to pay 10,000 hours of his work 
for the home, on the basis of one dollar an hour, 
John Smith is now confronted with the necessity 
of paying more hours because he has fewer dol- 
lars for his hours. 


His original debt representing 10,000 hours is 
thus increased to 11,111.11 hours, or more than 
Ii} per ‘cent: 

It the wage cut is 25 per cent, John Smith 
must pay 13,333.33 hours of work, a debt increase 
of 33% per cent. 

At “normalcy,” or the price-level of pre-war 
times, Smith, if fortunate, must exchange his labor 
for 50 cents per hour, a cut of 50 per cent. But 
then the increase in his debt is 100 or double his 
contract conditions, for at 50 cents an hour it will 
require 20,000 hours instead of 10,000 to pay for 
the home. 

This view of wage-reduction, as a human effect, 
is worth bearing in mind.
